The decision Involved a section of the Taft-HarUey law which 
forbids an employer "to encourage or discourage meinbership in any 
labor organisation" by discrimination in employment practices. It

He 
a^ed to speak to Orace, and 
die was thrilled to see that the 
Ehresident-elect had indeed 
grown a beard. 

The ItMter that Mr. Lincoln 
wrote in answer to Grace's sag* 
gestlou is at the State Band of 
Delphos, of which her son, Mr. 
Billings, is president.

Radib Device 

Washington, Feb. 4. iUJtQ — The 
elvtl aeronantlea admlnlatratlon 
has put its stamp of approval on 
a new Invention designed to spare 
pilots from the necessity of wear- 
ing radio headphones at all ttmea 
during a long flight. 

The device, called "airborne 
quick-call," was developed by 
Motorola, Inc. whose officials 
claim it will improve flylns n^ttp 
by reducing "pilot fatigae." 

PUots-~9r, In larger planes, 
radio operatora — now must main- 
tain a contlnnous listening watch 
on several radio cliaivuelrt to pick 
up any radio mesaage addressed 
to the ptaae. niots have reported 
that this roDstant innnltorlng Is 
very tiring, particularly on a long 
fllsht. 

In a plane equipped with the 
''quik-call" device, the pilot or 

radio operator is alerted by a Ught 
or bell whenever a radio call Is 
addressed to hla plane. He can pat 
bis headphones aside, or switch off 
the loudspeaker, at other times. 

Qulk call u»es what electrimtcs 
engineers call a "tone coded selec- 
tive slghaUlns system." Bach plane 
equipped with the device must be 
assigned a call signal, which la a 
eomUaatton of antto tones. The 
radio receivers Id the plane ajre 
outfitted with screening elrcufts 
which will respond to tbls tom 
•Itaal, but no other. 

Motorola offtolals said the de- 
vice already ban undergone 21 
months of « flight testing on Pan 
American World Atrway*t Pael- 
tlo-AlMka dlvlaton.

Vatican City, Feb. 3— (U,R>— The 
VaticHD City newspaper Osserva- 
tore Romano reported today tha4 
the health of Pope Plus XII "con- 
tinues to Improve." and sharply 
scolded certain sections of the 
press for circulating "completely 
unfounded" reports that he may 
be firavely ill. 

Specifically, Osservatore Roma- 
no labelled as fatte a report that 
a' tirltish specialist who attended 
the lute King Cteorge VI of Eng- 
land bad been called In for consul- 
tatlon. 

"A report haa been circulated 
according to which a British doc- 
tor has been called In to visit the 
holy fatfher/' the authoritative 
Vatican organ aald. "This la com- 
i)letely unfounded." 

THIC i:»IPMr.^TIO\ had been 
made, in the unauthorized reports, 
that fears had been held that the 
pope might be suffsrlng from can- 
cer, since the British monarch 
died of an embolism following re- 
moval of a cancerouH lung. 

The highest Vatican source.i as- 
sured the United Press today that 
there never has been any suspicion 
that Hie holy father Is afflicted 
with a malftnancy. 

They emphiiflized that no tests 
had been made checking on such a 

possUiiiiir. 

T H B A^VHORITATU-K 
sources said the Illness which has 
kept the Pope from tiis regular 
routine for 10 days was an attack 
of gastritis which caused an ag- 
gravated ease o( lUeeouHis, Inter* 
fering with Uie prelate'i slew and 
rest. 

The htoooaghs, they said, have 
abated and the Pop*> wns reported 
'much more comfortable" today 
after* reetfttlnltlit.

If examination of the dog's 
bi^n ttonea fAiam he was raMd, 
they will receive Pasteur anti- 
rabies innoculations. 

Two persons, a man and a wo- 
man, left the aeene of the attack 
wlfhont being ld«mfled. 

If the dog was mad. they face 
certain death unless they are found 
and trMted before the disease In- 
cnbates In their nervpus systems. 
The minimum Incubation period is 
about 14 days.

Not quitting with merely booing* many K-Staters atood up, 
^ook tltelr flits, turned tiiianlM down, or wsvkd haadker< 
ehtets as tbe referee came to tlte sideline. 

Each year a trophy is given to a Big Seven school with 
the best sportunanship. The visiting team rates the coach, 
players, aiid- spectators. How high oouM K-State expect 
to he rated after Saturday's game? Even though Kansas 
State might apt haTe a first place team this year, everyone 
could worl( toward getting the sportsmanship trophy. 

If the Wildcats were playing at an opponent's school 
and the opposition booed the referees bo vigorously when 
the decisions were for the Cats, K-Staters would have been 
horrified. They would have come back talking about noth- 
ing else but bow terrible the opponents were, and what 
poor sportsmanship they showed, Tet In the House 
this past week end, K-Staters displayed poorer sportsnum- 
ship than th^ have f^ several years. - 

There is no excuse for this. A rule may he questioned, 
hut not the referee's decision. He calls them as he sees 
.them, trying to be equally fair to both sides. When a rather 

strange derision was callod in K-State's favor, no one booed. 

Yet if a similar decision had been called in 
Nebraska's favor, it would have brought the roof down.

The Student Council deliberated more than ftn hour last 
night on the feasability of changing the Bystem of social 
permits, and from here it looks iike they accomplished 
abiolutely nothing. True, they voted to amend the old 
rule of fine MMansents to say if groups don't file for a 
'permit more than 48' hours ahead of the sodal funcUon, 
they will be 8tih|Bet to a fine.or reatrtetira, or both f^m 
the council. 

This replaced the old rule fining the group five dollars. 
But as some council members remarked after voting in the 
amendment, what did the council accomplish?- 
, The problem of the soda^ permit ayitem is not one of

Nothing was decided about the groups mlm Ao.mot file f^'

: In opening the meeting. Gerald Shadwick, student body 
^«8ident. stid thai the Student Council felt that the honest 
jarganiaations Weren't getting a square deal by having to 
pay fines while other groups got by without oost After 
that hour of talk, the problem still exists, the honest grm^ 
get hooked and the others go free. 

Any system of regulations will not work without the full 
co-operation of the persons affected. Just as Dean Helen 
Moore said, any law that is made can be evaded. ' 

Council member rmnk Houser read a regulation from 
Article rv of the constitution which says that "the Student 
Council shall have power to enact, by majority vote, lawa 
of the student body necessary to the well being of the 
student community, provided such proposed laws are pub- 
lished in the College paper in at least two separate issues 
prior to the final vote of the Student Council thereon. If 
the president does not Teto the measure within three full 
school days, it becomes a law." 

The council seemed to forget all about this rule. Another 
section says that they may "revise" old laws into InteUlgi- 
;ble laws of the student body. In this case, however, they 
ldldn*t "revise" but amended the law into somethlilg less 
specific. \ 

The new amendment may he a good thing, only time wip 
.tell. It doesn't accomplish the purpose of the eounoll meet- 
ing—to do something about the unfairness of the sodal 
permit fines. Groups will keep right on failing to file for 
permits, and fines will continue to be given to those who 
admit their error, until every Body decides to work together 
and coH>perate with the regulations, until they can be

A Btudent-facultjr diMUMion on "Academic Freedom," 
lield In a K-State ^rofessor'B home Monday night, was a 
sound demoastratlon of the effectiveness and purpose of 
that prlviletge.

Those persons felt that 
instructors should be especially sure their students are 
aware they are working toward understanding, and not 
acceptance, when they discuss a political theory. 

For safety In that case. Instructors Should also be care- 
ful to exijlaln the opposite theories/dn the subjects, they 
felt.

Such is true not 
only In federal government but also in etudent government. 

sinless the council had the answers tcthe above qnestion, 
it uverlooked the matter when U decided to revise the soc^l 
fines setup. ' ' 

Last year upon tills Hchool's request, Kansas Attorney- 
General Harold Fatzer interpreted a state law to mean that 
tfa^C^l^e oeuKI not assess ilpm for trafffc violations. A. 
R. Jones, dean of fliiaiicial a^mlnittratloii, wlio heliied 
l^rmiOate the state fiioi^ t9mtgm^mi^^ wrn^ 
\m thought the suae law wmM aigtr to iiMi«Mt mH^ifm 
for late social penotts. 

17« said he doubted the legality mf the ffaies, when ad- 
min iHtered as a penalty.

JUS HI) 0\ FIKLI» studies made 
over the st&te, tlie disease Is more 

prevalent in Kansas this year than 
it has ever been, said Dr. Sill. The 
potential damage could be heavy 
this year If the weather this 
spring is favorable to the spread 
of the disease. However the se- 



verity of the disease will be gov- 
eraed by manr fotaagible factors, 
such as the weather, the Btrain of 
the mosaic virus (it comes in an 
assortmeat of stwtiri of Taryiag 
severenetjs) and many others. 

Further research may reveal 
methods Of Ideatlfylag the strain 
virus without waiting to sea Its 
effect on the crop. 

Weed eoatrol la a major prob- 
lem in every agricultural economy 
in the world. Prof. J. W. Zahnley, 
department of agronomy, ei^d. As 
the population grows, weed con- 
trol must become more effective. 

Five billion dollars are lost an- 
BUally to weeds. Only soil erosion 
Is a store costly factor in our ag- 
rfealtttre, Professor Zahaley said. 
The use of herbicides is a aew 
weapon in the control of weeds, 
but there is still ao Wltetltale tor 
good farming. 

CI1K.H1CALI tirR.lYH to control 
weeda ahoald be ased ae aa emer- 

frency measure only when weeds 
threaten a crop and there is noj 
other way to <^ntroI them. *1 

As an indication of the growing 
use of chemicals in weed control, 
coaaider the fact that nearly 86 
million pounds of chemicals were 
used In the United States last 
year, Professor Zahnley said. 
These new chemical weed killers 
mast be used with caution or se- 
riou.s damage may result to the 
crop being aprayed. Some crops 
are more easeeptible to these 
sprays than others, witb wheat 
being perhaps one of the' moat iol- 
eraat.

Campus Chicks Get Vitamin A Tested 
In Joint Poultry, Chemistry Project

Our campus chicks are getting 
their Vitamin A tested, says 
Charles SulleAgen Chm Qr from 

Manhattan. 

These chickens, the feathered 
kind, are the mala characters in 
a co-operative project between the 
i»otjliry iind chemistry depart- 
ments. The problem consists of 
feedins the birds, which also in- 
clude roosters, different levels of 
Vitamin A and testing them to 
-see what effect the amounts have 
on various tissues In their bodies. 

THK PRfMKfT \V l.S hegnn 
last July under the supervision of 
Don Parrlsh and J. B. Hughes of 
chemistry and Paul Sanf<ird of 
poultry. Pi%-e levels were net'-Wp 
with two thousand units per 
pound as the highest and five hun- 
d red units as lowest. Twenty- 
»■v^•T) (l.iy-old chick.s were utaeed 
on each of these leVels, 

An Interestlog side light has 



develoi'cd during the eivperlment. 
Since the chickens receive only 
measured amounts of Vitamin A. 
all of the color is taken nut of 
their feed to see that they don't 
receive any cardtene, Bullenger 
coni trill ert. The carotene won Id 
other wise be Utilized into Viiamin 
A In their systems, 

llecause of this absence of color, 

the chickens have pure white legs, 
Instead of the characteristic yel- 
lowish cast, and Ihe yolk of their 
epgs are white. Tlie re|>orter was 
presented an egg to take home 
and test as proof of tbia Interest- 
ing information. 

tVR FIRNT determination of 

theeffe< i was m;ide at f\izUt weeks 
and one every four or six weeks 
since. Three or four chickens are 
hilled for every test, and pieces of 
tissue from various organs are ex- 
amined to see if any deftdencles 
have developed. 

Although the results are not 



complete, some facts have been 
c<dlecled. The amount of Vitamin 
A tn Ihe yolks is propoi I ional to 
the :i]uount fed the chickens. Also, 
the decree of deflrlendeK In the 
tissues prcrgresHes as the various 
levels grow higher.

Correcfions Needed 
To Editor's Charges 

Last Sunday afternoon, Bill CoItIo. editor of the Man- 
hattan Mercury-Chronicle, "explained" to listeners over 
KMAN how poorly the news of Bill Meek's decision to stay 
at K-State was released. Either Mr. Colvin was greatly 
mlBlnformed on this topic or he didn't bother to hunt tlie 
facts behind his aceiisation because most of wliat he said 
was entif«ly wrong. 

Four main things that he said were erroneous. They 
were: 1. ^t the story was avaHable.^to the prora about 
supper time. 2. that "the story was nearly six hours old be- 
fore even ONE wire service had it." 3. that it then "was so 
late most morning papers couldn't use it." and 4. that the 
person releasing the story, i.e. Moon Muliins, fouled up 
the worlcs. 

If he had checked, Mr. Colvin could have found that the 
story was available at about 3.45 p.m. Thursday. At that 
time, the Collegian, the Kansas City Star, and the Topeka 
Daily Capital had heard ol Me^% decision. 

The fActs about the time that the news services had the 
Story were also wrong. We don't know what wire service 
Mr. Colvin had in mind when he referred to getting the 
story six hours later. We presume he must mean the Asso- 
ciated Press, since the other two, the ITnited Press and the 
International News Service, botli had tlie story by 5:45 p.m. 
This was only about two hours after the Coach's decision 
had been released, not six. 

Again we don't know what morning papers the Mercury- 
Chronlele editor meant who didn't get the story in time to 
print it. It appeared in the Topelta Daily Capital, the Kan- 
sas City Times, and the Wichita Eagle, ^ree of the top 
morning papers in the state. 

Mr. Colvin said, "We confidentially don't believe that 
Paul DeWeese, athletic publicity director at K-State, slipped 
up ou his job. Someone simply toolc it over from him and 
in an attempt to do a job he wasn't even supposed to do, 
succeeded in lousing up one of the best stories that has 
come out of Kansas in a long time. 

"This, it seems to us, is a supreme example of sorry piib- 
lic relations. And one that warrants immediate itraighten- 
ing out before Kansas State college become the object of 
unfair criticism simply because one guy who either doesn't 
know the proper routine or is looking for personal glory 
and his name in the papers at the expense of a whooping 
l^>od story hitting every possible news outlet." 

We^ll hasard a guess (ha) that he meant Moon MulUns 
in referring to the "someone" since that was where the 
sto) >^ came from. But, Mr. Colvin, If stories on^ athlelle 
affairs aren't supposed to come through the athletic direc- 
tor's office, where are they to come from? 

In the final survey, it seems that only the Associated 
Press did not get the story before the ''six hours" after it 
had been released. Who handles the AP in Manhattan? 
The Mercury-Chronicle. So if you gripe about the poor way 
it was handled, it's your own fault. 

Oh yes, if releasing of the story was poor public relations, 
what do you call your talk which had nothing but distorted 
facts in it? If you have an answer, we have the room in 
wliicli to print it.

The Big Fuur wonld 
invite China to Join and Uien sand tavitationi to North and South 

Korea. 

4. itu»»ia wuuld oat be considered a belligerent in the Korean 
war.- ThlR fe the role that RuMla haa refused to accept.

Child Psychology Vs. 
Bible's Fear Stories- 

A problem in child psychology has come into the spot- 
light lately which we think deserves the ititereBt and at- 
tention of everyone. Should preschool and grade school 
children be taught, lible stories In Sunilay school wliicli 
'xsontatn an "element of fenr?** The element of fear being 
defined as killing, punishment, and other things of a nature 
not readily underst^ by y<pung folk that might cause them 
to be afraid. t 

The child psychologists say "No," Such stories cause the 
^chikl much trouble and often result in nightmares. "If yon 
^tell the children these stories, the element of fear gets in 
so much that the child han a hard time gt4ting past that 
into the spiritual element. " Dr. Lois Schulz. head of the 
department of child welfare and euthenlcs. said. 

There should be a factor of teaching spiritual philosophy 
first; then after it is well established, they can hold up 
under the dtlier eleoaents. nhe saAd. 

Stories such as Daniel in the lions' den have an abstract 
nature, she continued. "This bothers 'the child. I have 
known many who have had nightmares as results of tliese 
storlM. It is hard for us to realize how completely baffling 
this ifdult world is to the young*" 

The stories have hurt many children, she saM. "I take 
this point of view from wh»i has happened to children. 
They have brought harm to many children without a ques- 
tion." Dr. Schuls said. 

We'll admit that some of the stories in the Bible have a 
rather bloody nature, but considering everything else in 

the child's environment, it doesn't seem like such an awful 
thins for liiin to h(\ir. Thcso stories should give the.feeUng 
of conlidcncc in the forces of right. 

We would guess that more children have nightmares 
over tlie liorroi- stories they see on television and read in 
comic books than over the stories like David and Goliath. 
-One can not always get a feeling of security either by hear- 
ing news reports of robberies, mmrders, and other crimes. 
This is not saying that we or the psyohologlsts approve of 
shows or comic books Of this nature, but Ib^ are a part 
of the child's envlronmettl. 

People are of a homeostatio nature, and that may be tbe 
reason we like the old method of telling tbe child the whole 

story. A child kept from contact with any germs Is not 

going to be as health as one who has gotten dirty on occa- 
sions and been in touch with diseases. The latter child 
builds up a resistance to sickness. 

The same would seem to be true of the Dible stories. The 
world is full of fearful things, and by concealing the stories 
which help to strengthei^ the child's ability to meet the 
world, we are keeping from him something he deserves. 

Generations past and present have lieon reared with the 
Bible stories and with few exceptions they have weathered 
"the storm." If seems to us that the few who might have 
been ill-affected by tbe storlea in the Bible are the ones 
who would have probably dropped by th^^yside anyway.

A unique suggention <eomes from 
a dairy professor at Iowa State 
college.

Hoard is charged only in tbe 
women's dorms at K-State The 
charge in $:{04. wblch Is less than 
lA of the schools and more than 
the charge of 4. Again, the fig- 
ures of six colleges conid not be 
compiled into a report. 

The survey also showed that 
five of the colleges serve 21 meals

A recent Hurvey by llic National Bklucatiotial attsociatiou 
shows that ealarles of * college- and univerBlty profeeaots 
rank last When comfiared to intomei'ot physicians, dentisU, 
and lawyers; The study conducted In 417 coU^es and 
brought out some Interesting points. 
' The report said that the most attractive beginning sal- 
ary for conoRP instructtjis is likely to he found in teachers* 
cbllegt^s where Die minimum ih about $3,550. The small- 
eoUege professor gets about $5,250. Finaueialiy, things are 
better off Ijbir the sUte university professors who can usually 
iSmAi^ stflfTtlng salaries of about |&,525, and where the top 
pay for the profi is about |8,950 ai empa^ to la 
the small schools.

•1." This food Is a main dish made 
of veal which has been cut in a 
butterfly Hhape and tenderized, 
nte meat is dipped In flour, then 
•eg and cream, then bread cmmbs, 
nnd fried in dee^ fat. 

"Hvfiy farm In Austria raises 
pig», " Atdftan said. "The reason 
for this Is that pork is their main 
meat. They eat some vefl, but 
Tery little beef." 

Her work was quite varied. On 
one farm she tramped down s^ilnKe

be sllo. 0» several farma lAe Aur 
potatoes. "I iiicked up ai)ples and 
pears by the bushel to make apfel 
muss,' a kind of hottt ftt4U« elder."

"Austria is truly tbe land of 
music," Aldean said. Everyone 
folk dances, sings, and plays many 
Instruments.

Molotov Blasts 
Plans To Arm, 
Unite Germany 

Moscow, <UR)— For^ga Minister 

V. M. Molotov said Thursday that 
Western plans to rearm Germniiy 
coiltd lead to another war in Ku- 
rop^ tanA posslldy to World War 
III. 

Molotov blasted Western Insist- 
ence on "the revival of Oernaa 
militarism" for the failure of the 
Iterltn conference to aeeompltsh 
more than it did. 

Molotev accnaed the United 
States, Britain, and France of vio- 
lating "the most important inter- 
national treaties" on the German 
queetiotf and of departing from 
their avowed policy of preserving 
the peace anc^aecuHty of Europe. 

The Western policy of building 
the Earopeaa Defense Comnaaity, 
he said, "poses in full magnitude 
the question; Whether develop- 
ments to the rnnsoildatloa Of paace 
or to another war." 

Molotov said that. If the Big 
Four had agrped on tlip impossi- 
bility of Qermun remilitarization 
"the eettlement of the diepnted 
Issues would have beta areatly 
facilitated." 

Molotov said also that the 
United States' attempt tof orget its 
foreign policy "from positions of 
stieur^th ' has tailed in Germaay* 
Korea, and Indochina. 

At Berlin, he said, the Big Three 
Wmtmnk yowem, "evaded any prac- 
tical etept for bringing closer to- 
gether Eastern and Western Ger- 
many, although this is the surest 
way to the reetiHFttlfHi of G«r- 
,many's unity." 

IfolotoT ranged over the whole 
area of East-West differences 
blaming the West for the coatinu- 
atloB of international tensions and 
prolongation of the cold war. He 
said the North Atlantic Treaty or- 
ganization resembles the anti- 
comintern pact signed in Germany, 
Japan, and Italy in 1937 and that 
"there are no grounds for doubt- 
ing that the fate of tlie NATO Will 
be no better than the !•«• «f tb« 
antl-comlntern pact." 

"It becomes clear," he said, 
"that the ruling circles of the 
United States of America want 
that a new war should be waged 
with the hands of Europeans. . . 
simultaneously with this. France 
is grossly undermining the very 
foundation of the Franeo-floTiet 
treaty of 1944 which Is tnteaded to 
prevent fresh agereHsion oa tlie 
part of German militarism." 

He said that **tbe postwar 
trends of development in the camp 
of capitalist countries has been 
graphically revealed during the 
past five years" and that "it is 
BOW clear to all that the rnling 
circles of the United States lay 
claim to the role of leader in this 
camp." ' 



Only Thirty 
CapitolCops 
Are Trained 

Washington, March & (U.R) — All 
but about 30 of tk« 16S capitol 
policemen gnwdtas Congress 
against possible new vtotenee are 
college students with little or no 
training, it was revealed today. 

They are riding a patronage 
payroll to college degrees in such 
things as law or accounting or 
medicine. And although they may 
be very good students, they are 
something less than expert police- 
men. 

Congrestmea were reminded of 
this fact with some force Monday 
when four Puerto Rlcan assassins 
turned tki House chamber into a 
shodtlBg sellery. And bow there 
is a move on to get professionals. 

The students get their 14.000- 
a-year Jobs from lawmakers be- 
longing to the party la power. It 
la a matter of polltleal patronage. 
They often study at their posts 
but this doesn't mean they aren't 
doing thetr w^vlt. 

IX F.trr. capitol police Cnpt. 
William J. Broderick said they do 
a good Job under the eireum- 
stances. But as an aftermath of 
Monday he has urged .Congress to 
establish a force of traloed, career 
police officers. 

Although Congressional leaders 
weit^ somewhat cool to iMoposed 
pullet-proof eacioaurea for Senate 
aad House gidleries. the toltlal re- 
action to the professional police 
force idea was fitvorable. 

"I've always favored a merit- 
selected police force for the capi- 
tol," said House 8Makw Joseph 
W. :\!artin Jr, (R-Mass.).

Author Says 
Athletics Not 
Educational

Bisr-time college athletics can- 
not be ronceived as edurulion. 
Harold W. Stoke, writing for the 
March Isane oe the Atlantic* ably 
supports this Somewhat heretical 
statement. 

Stoke is at present dean of the 
Graduate School at the Univer- 
aity of Washington and former 
preBident of the University of 
New Hampshire and of Louisiana 
State. 

Stoke declares the problems of 
iiiaiiap;eiiient in big-time athletics 
arise not from tnadeciuate rules 
and ethical ceAas hat from tbe 
failure en the -part of college md- 
minfstrationH to recognize that 
athletic prosrams are operated 
primarily at pnHtle entertainment 
and not at «l«eatioitat r«q»an«t« 
bilitieti. 

VB POINTS OCT that whether 
educational institutions like it or 
not. It has become one of their 
responaibiUttes to provide pub- 
lic entertainment in the form of 
athletics. Their only choice is 
whether they will manage the en- 
tertainment in such a way as to 
prevent damage to themselves as 
educational institutions. Stoke 
leels it la impossible to prevent 
MM^ danases under ealaltog eon- 
ditlons. 

'^Conceived as education, ath- 
letics is inexplicable, corrupting, 
and uncontrollable," says Stoke. 
Rut an public entertainment, ath- 
letics becomes coiUiVelMMlhto 
and controllable. 

Stoke the essential dis- 
tinction between athletics and 
education lies in the inBtitiit ion's 
own intereat in the athlete as^ 
compared to its other students. 

Colleges exist primarily be- 
cause they have somethiiiR to 
olter the student while athletes 
are recruited for what they can 
do for the college. ITf adds that 
colleges attract students in order 
to teach them something they do 
not already know while they re- 
cmH athletes only wimi they are 
already proficient. In other 
words the student and the athlete 
ara two difi£ei;ent ladlvtdaalt.

He says these 
values could be realtied far bet- 
ter if athletlcB were handled as 
recreation and physical educa- 
tion. 

. Stoke proposes, then, that ath- 
letes should be relieved of the 
iiliHiatiiiii to meet academic re- 
flf uii a inaau IC tker oaaBot or do 
not wish te do ■». aWete 
ebeuld, of conrne, be encouraged 
to k» a student as weU, but at 
Bo~tiltta '^bevld' IKa atoAna 'as a 
etndent affect his effecttveness 
M an athlete. The athlete would 
thwi be on tbe same plane sM any 
other itttdrat who works his* way 
through wdmol. His academic 
progress would be exactly propor- 
tianal to tbe time and interest he 
tea bigmid ttia danumds of his 
employment, says Stoke. 

XHIS IS NOT to Imply that 
Qia athletic teams should he 
vatfe np entirely of piores^ion- 
ale; rattier. Stoke says, tbe soiu- 
ttott dbOttM he' one In which a 
prescription of academic work 
suited to the tastes and talent of 
the atUete is worked out. 

The administration of athletic 
prograniti, Bays Stoke, should be 
turned over to those in the ath- 
letic field, not controlled by de- 
Caflbed faculty memhen. eaa- 
Iplatoly unfamiliar with the prob- 
lena of athletic management. 

1hid«r-the-toble pressures to 
recruit the beat athletes avail- 
able, and the coastont pressure 
to win would come to the surface, 
for it would then be understand- 
able and eomm e nd rtle in the 
same way that excellence is 
sought in any other department 
ttf tke college, says Stoke. 

Lat 'alisilillRf ralaa be drawn' ' 
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and enforced by those who are 
most conMraed about them, the 
athletic managements, B»y Stoke. 
There would be no need for fac- 
ulty committeeu to bother about 
enfwoing the rules. Enforcement 
would be ttKoctttod Iqr those wfto 
are mort conoenwd, tin oij^n- 
ents.

TiK-ni that Kovcrntnent here is based on fleniocracy, a de-

stitution? Tlie times must be many. But no matter how 
nwnierouH, repetition doesn't establish a fact. 

The Ktmlcnt constitution was made as u fouiulation for 
the student f^overnnieni , but it might jn ov*' siiriirising how 
little the student guveiumeut representaLivcs know about 
it, for a great part of the time they neglect any Testrictlon 
imposecl on the< group by the constitution. 

Lagt night the Student Tribunal met again to deelde

Its power is established in the conslitutton, but tbe manner 
of procedure is far from democratic. • 

Are. we to pre^me that the Tribunal was acting in each 
of the cases appearing last night only to recoramemi to 

ttsolf the next time is meets and has a quorum what action 
should be taken? Are we then to presume that judges who 
did not even liear the case will cast their votes against a 
student, on tbe strcugtb of what ,Uie o^her five ji^ea 
ret^ommend? If not, why the meeting last night?

DetiruteMorkingsDisprove 
Twin Calves Are Identical

Twin holstein heifer calves were 
born at the College dairy barn, 
February 22, said P. E. Eldridge, 
asBOclvCe professor in the dapkrt- 
meat of dairy huabandry. 

Before the calves were bom, 
Mr. Eldridge aald, a veterinary 
cboebed the cow and dlaeovered a 
corpus ludium on each ovary. This 
waa evidence that an egg had been 
released from both the right and 
left ovary. Therefore, if only two 
calveti were burn, they could not 
possibly he identical. The only 
way for identical calves to he born 
ia for the egg, after being fertil- 
ized, to split, Mr. Bldrldge pointed 
out. Th repeal vets would have had 
to have bran born In this case, be- 
fore this could have been poaatble. 

WHKN THE <\\MTCS were 
born, they .were very similar In 
conformation and color pattern 
but definitely not idemtlcal twins. 

Mr. Eldridge said there are cer- 
tain rharacterietica about this par- 
ticular set that are quite different 
from most til'ln calves. The first 
in the fact that one has a large 
white shaped star on her fore- 



head. The other has only a few 
white hairs on the forehead. 

The one with the star has very 
little white on the rest of its ho^; 
whereaa, the one with only a trace 
of wbtte hair on Ms forahaad has a 
lot on the rest of the body. This 
is different from the majority of 
markrlngs of most twin calves born 
to date. Therefore, there are some 
specific genes that «^fect the 
amount of heir on tlw fbMbead of 
a calf, he said. 

ANOTHER diaUngutshlng dif- 
ference between the calves, Mr. 
Eldiidge pointed out, is the con- 
formation of the hind lege. One of 
the helfere baa rather slekle- 
hocked hind legs in comparison to 
the 9traighter, smaUer-boae legs 
of the otbar. 

Quality of hair coat is another 
visible difference between the two 
calvM, Mr. BIdridge said. One has 
a very slick and shiny coat com- 
pared to the second heifer's rough 
and rather wiry «oat. 

At the present time, the calve.t 
are getting along fine, Mr, Eld- 
ridge »aid, and are to be put on 
experimental teet before long.

K-State Administrators Interest Korean Prof

A South Korean pnrfessor^ Vi^o 
vas formerly go^mbr of one of 

iSif rtnintry's eight provinces, left 
K-State this week end with a new 
experience added to Mo three- 
month tour of Americnn colleges. 

He is Seung Joon Chei, dean of 
faculty at Chosun university In 
Korea, who spent the pas' -^'^^k 
here in one of about 20 tollege 
visits he is making ttuoughout the 
countr)'. During bis visit. Chei 
followed a bnsy sehednle to see as 
many phases of the OoU^e'a op- 
erations as possible. 

Among the most teterestlng of 

his activilies. Chei said, were his 
visits with a number ot K-State ad- 
ministrators. Kational education 
in Korea, he explained, is still in 
Its Infancy and tiiere Is conslder- 
ahfri anxiety for its df <«IopmeDt. 
Before the country wa^ liberated 
from Japan In 1»46. | schools 
were under Japanese Influence 
and nearly all students who at- 
tended college received their edu- 
catlon in Japan. One of his main 
parpeoes In the Oaltad States, 
Chei said.

Korean faculties at present, he 
related. Include few professors 
older than 60 years. Chosun uni- 
versity iH nine years old, and op- 
erated with funds from a private 
foundattoa, as are most Korean 
schools. 

As a student during Japanese 
rule. Chef attended Waselda uni- 
versity in Tokyo. Upon gradua- 
tion he was sent to Maneburla to 
work in the tax bureau of the 
Ministry of Economy. Durius seven 
years VF'hiie he was employed in 
Manchuria. Chei earned his doc- 
tor's degree in political eclence. 

He returned to Korea in 1945 
to accept an appointment as gov- 
ernor of CtauUaaamdo provtnee In 
tbe soathwest comer of South 
Korea. Well acquainted with Kor- 
ean President Syngmaa Rhee. Cbet 
said he feels Rbee represents niH- 
neaton for Kbrea. Hejwld the 78- 
year-old Rhee, educated at Prince- 
ton and Harvard, has taken a great 
interest In He fNgrafll of ftlgher 
education.

Chei has been dean of the fac- 
ulty for six years at Chosun uni- 
versity in Kwangiit, a dty In tbe 
province he governed. With an 
enrollment of 2,000, Chosun, he 
explained, is one of -the middle- 
size colleges in Korea. Its stu- 
dents include 160 women, a fact 
he noted as evidence of tbe low 
standard of women's education. 

Tbe number of gradaate ttu- 
deets, about 100. Is llntted hy the 
-program of universal military 
training, under which college men 
are drafted only after gradaatlon. 
Bzceptlooal students who plan to 
heeome professors are exempted 
from service to continue la 
ate study, Chei related. 

HK ADDED that the faculty Is 
encouraging studeats to come to 
tbe United SUtes for graduate 
work, since Chosnn lacks many ad- 
vanUges to facilities. The school's 
Ubrariea aad Jj^boratorisa 
h^ tMnMuflaii a few 



after the Korean War began In 
July. 1960. 

Chosnn university was closed 
during the next three months, 
Htonf; with all the elementary 
schools, high schools, and univer- 
sities In Korea. Chei believes tbe 
btirnlnf; of the laboratories and li- 
brary was simply the Communist 
expression of a hate for education. 
Burning the library, he explained, 
was Intended to destroy American, 
-Japanese, and South Korean books 
because of tliolr '/ dsctionary" 
ideas. 

Because the PnmmnnlHts were 
Inclined to look upon anyone with 
an education, as a reactionary, 
Chei said, most of tbe professors 
had fled beforo the school was 
seized Fie and two otlierH. how- 
ever, were captured there and were 
imprisoned by tbe Commonlats for 
70 days. Several who had re- 
mained were killed or taken to 
North Korea as prtnoners. 

Cbel's visit in the United StatM 
is being sponsored by the state de- 
partment. He was recommended 
by the Korean Ministry of Educa- 
tion to the American embaMy In 
Korea in answer to a re^nest for 
Korean edneators to sead to the 
United SUtes. 

HIS DRHERR to see K-State was 
the result of looking up Informa- 
tion on the College last year in 
order to •dvise a stadVBt interested

States. The t»jy had learned some- 
thing of K-State from the United 
dtaten Information Service in Kor- 
an. A letter to the Dean ot Stu- 
denta* office brought an offer of 'a 
research asolateneeship la the 
physics department. 

The boy la now enroote from 
Korea. Chei said, and sbould ar- 
rive here in several weeks. Cbel 
had a secondary interest in Kansss 
State as an agricultural college be- 
cause of a Bead for agricultural 
education In Korea. 

Hfrwas also curious to aee Kan- 
sas, ha admitted, beeaase be grow 

up with American movies which 
portrayed the state as a land of 
cowboys and Indians. "As soon as 
I arrived In Manhatun station," 
he laughed, "I began to wonder 
wlier*' the cowboys were. But still 
I have seen the cowboy aboes'at 
yonr ooUega." 

BI?rCB KOREA and Kansas are 
practically equal ia araa. Chei said

volopment display model is the 

first exhibit of Sigma Qamma JElp- 
sllon. geology and geophysics fra- 
ternity, in ?^ni;inpers Open House. 
A fluorescent mineral display is

The oil-field display Is a plaster 
of parltt model built on a scale of 
1 inch equal to 10 feet. It has an 
oil rig drilling and a pniaping rig 
in operation. A miniature survey- 
ing crew will be tn one corner of 
tbe display, HarUg said. 

Rock strata are represented by 
colored -bands to show oil trapa. 
An 'antfellae formed by rock lay- 
ers being pushed up demonstrates 
an anticline oil trap th^t is being 
pumped off la tbe i^odel. Sand 
lenses which are small oil traps 
in the shale layer are also repre- 
sented wltb tbe rig drUllag down 
to one^of them for a new wall.

This organlzattoQ ban been ac- 
tive on the K-State campus since 
1946. Membersbtp Is open to any 
regularly enrolled student or staff 
nipmher, Tbe group meets twice a 
month for a general get-together 
and bnahiess meeting; m^re often, 
however, the members may he 
found In the radio room, contact- 
ing otb'er radio operators. 

Tbe members operate on two 
systems, tbe amateur radio opera- 
tioHH and the military affiliate 
tMARS) system. In tbe first sys- 
tem. ' thonsante of frequeneieB 
may be reaebed. Usually the 
operators eontaet otbe^ radio oper- 
ators aeroM tbe nation, and "aboot 
the breeze," dlHCusslng everything 
from radio eqtjlpment to sports 
events. In the military affiliate 
system, only two treqneneies are 
obtained. They commnnleate on a 
network of army atationH, thereby 
becoming acquainted i^ltb mili- 
tary eOBmnaleattott syetetaai.

He 
points out that the snrvers do sot' 
present a formula for attracting 
industry lu a city, but that they 
do give all the facts that anyone 
Interested in developing a city In- 
dustrially would want to know. 

The industrial surveys that 

NesmHh maheii are done for any 
city in Kansas that requests it. 
The working agreement that the 
College makes is that Nesmith's 
time Is ftfmlshed by the College 
until the survey and report is fin- 
ished. However, all draveling and 
publication exposes are paid by 
the city. Th^ city is also expected 
to supply the equivalent of a part- 
time secretary- to do most et the 
detail work In the city. 

THK AVenAGE COST of 20 
copies of the survey is usually 



about 'ISOO. aad ft takes from 
three to six months to eoaiplete. 

The finished report conuina 
sereral klads of i&formetlon. 
There Is a section on the city's 
geography and history, followed 
hy a section on labor. popnlatiOB* 
wages, tad enphnrsieit pi^wai.

On our desk lies a stack of hig-h school newspaper cllp- 
^ngs describing eligibility requirements for student council 
membersliip. These requirementa are quite similar; un- 
doubtedly they were ee^ed aiid re-eopLed from school to 
K< iiool. All of them are thoroughly ilt^ical and unjtati* 
lialjle. Suppose we examine a few of the most eommcsp. 
Although not all of these are to be found in all schools, 
bouie of them, or variations, a/e to be foimd in nearly »11 
ilchoo^a. 

Marks: the candidate must have high inarks, he on the 
honor roll. etc. The implication is that only an academic 
call> "good" student will make a worthy council member. 
•HilB is a perfectly stupid inference, but it is one which 
ail marlt-conacious school people appear to believe. Why 
not apply such refuioniiiLg to student ^arUcipation in ath- 
letics, music, drmiacB, and other aetiiiritiesT 

Approval hy principal (vice-principal, dean, etc.) or 
(lindl teacher (or teachers) : this is designed "to protect ' 
the aeboGl* Based upon fear, it evidences (really publishes) 
an utter lack it confidence'in students' motives, judgments, 
and abilities. Obviously, it is uncompUmentary to tihe stu- 
dejU.s. It is also uncomplimentary to adminlstmtorf and 
teachers because It shows a lack of successful experience 
with young people as well hh of a working knowledge of 
the student council plan. -The provision for veto-by-princi- 
P^l— -f^ich properly belongs in every constitution— is an 
e|Dttli«iy dUtterent matter. 

4|^proval by the council sponsor: the general idea here 
is that the members of the council must be those who will 
"co-op4rate" with the sponsor, so the sponsor ensures this 
"co-operation" by accepting or rejecting candidates, ^ubh 
*'co*operation" never was. and never will be, a Justifiable 
student council goal. Just how does this limitation illijis- 
trate representative government whic^ »ti|deilt OO^oM fBO- 
jmoters talk so glibly about? 

Approval by the tftudent council: this requirement makes 

thi- council a secret eoclety— an organization whleh re- 
striat» membeiiship i^, those atudents it likes. Delensl|>tof 

One guess! 

Should there be student council membership require- 
ments? We think of only two which are reasonable (1) 
that the individual he a bona fide student of the school— 
a regularly registered, full-time student, and (2) that his 
academic marks be equal to those set for interacholastic 
athletic partteipation. Usually this means onl|r that he be 
passing in his courses; In some areiw It meaiia that he be 
passing in three out Off four major eubjeets. 

But you ask, to take an extreme case, suppose a group 
elects itfi "clown** or "dummj"? If it did so elect, we d 
make it stick throughout the term r and we'n gamble that 
that group and that school woW learn a most valuable 

practical lesson in democracy. In fact, we ha;ve seen tl^ 
actually happen more than once. _

Nothing could be closer to a politk iairH dream, and at the 
last AftS council meeting it would appear they had a dream- 
ers' convention. There's nothing like getting rid of the 
candidates who might beat the party dot of an offtee.

Council.

And by the way, the Tribunal members might take a

Editors Visiting Russia. 
Greeted by Army Officer

(ACP)— The fifst RaMlans I Mwr were soMiers. Six of 
them, ai) armed, climbed alMwrd our plaae as soon as it 
landed in tlie Leningrad airport. 

A senior lieutenant of the Rod army marched forward in 
the plane unci loolved riuizzicaily at tlw; neven American stu- 
dents dr ens Of I in Kt range furry raps and coats. He raised his 
right hand in saiute and addressed four or five sentences In 
Rnssisn t9 tlie other passengers. 

Then he tarnod to us and said in English. "Passirarts." 
After we hid shown mr iriMs, tlie other five suiters 
stepped Mitfe to lit w lesire the #bine. 

We stepped into the cHUly, 3-degree weather aii^ were 
met by a young. English-speak J ng official of IiitiBittat. the 
official UuHHian travel agenry. He welcomed us to the Soviet 
l^nion and told uh we would toe met in Moscow by other 
Inlourist rc'prt'HcntativoK. 

But the warm til oi his reception didn't erase the appre- 
hension we had when the six soldiers hoarded our aircraft. 
The strange welcome wtts M the first of mftny oiiiisittl 
sit nations we wer^to encounter. 

During the next 22 days In the USSR, we were to travel 
nioro than r.,000 miles by air, train, and car. We were to talk 
In studentK in tiicir schoois; workers in their factories; 
las merit in their homes; and directors and managers in 
their offices. Haring that time we detected absolutely uo 
feeling of hostility to ns personally. . ' 

Barly in our trip, one Of the two Interpreters who tmv- 
elled witli us throughout the country asked us why we had 
come to liussia. We told him the'answer was simple. Early 
laftt fall a fow American college editorn met at a student 
pri'ss convention and decided they Avanted to see this coun- 
try, so little understood iu the United states. 

We a^ied to the Soviet emhassy in .Washington for 
^isas. and frlthin three wei^ Moscow cpRQ^ted permission.' 
The American state department l^ed passpovta Bec. 23, 
and on Christmas Day we boarded a plane for Russia. 

Students at Stalin University in Tbilisi asked us who was 
paying for the trip. When we told them we financed the 
trip ourselves, one blue-eyed coed said in perfect English, 
"Oh, you must m very rich." 

"Bourseosie," shouted a hlaok-haired I«d. 

Our group was anything hut bouiieelse. Most (rf us had 
flhanefd thf trip through louis, Iti t^t fM#«et ir« is«i« 
alike. ' 

We had differences of opinion on alnwwt" every Issue. In 
that respect we provided a striking contrast to the Russian 
Students we met, who agreed on almost everything in the 
area of religion, economics, poUtlce, and government. 

Almost everywhere we were objects of curiosity. Cosmo- 
politan Moscowvltes. more accustomed to visiting delega- 
tions, paid lesB*atteaticHi to us than their coiittlrria!e& tn 
soutliern lUissia. 

In many areas we were the first Americans the Soviet 
citizens had ever seen. They followed us in the streets and 
crowded around us if we stopped to take a picture. It was not 
unusual to stop in a depirtsant sloi<^ t» buy a :glft; anil thten 
turn around to find from 25 lo 120 RttSiBtails crowded aboiit. 

The only other Americans we saw in Russia were at the 
I'niietl States embassy in Moscow. We met Ambassador 
Charles Uohlen three times during our stay, once at his 
Bpasso house residence during a luncheon he and Mrs. 
Bbhlen held for us. 

The embassy typerates under tremendous han4icapfl. Prac-' 
tically no contact Is permitted with tlie Rosshm^yai^to. 
Uf\il which moves thrpugh the Russian postal eyatam. is 
opened before it reaches the embassy. All telephones are 
assumed to be tapped. Wires and miniature mloropbonea 
have been found in the walls. 

RuBsian.poUce guard the entrance to the embassy around 
the 4ock, «ippoBedly to pi^etit the Am^Mos. but more 
likely to^Kveveot any Stqa^an from entering. ': '
